The degradation of the Senate is 
complete in the admission of the man 
from Michigan.

could be expected? But for Newberry 
the preceding senate never could have 
organized as it was. 
Newberry gave 
the republicans a majority, permitting 
them to have full sway as to commit­ 
tee appointments. 
That is how Lodge became chair­ 
man of the Committee on Foreign Re­ 
lations. That is what made the fight 
against the Treaty and the League 
possible. 
The 
republican 
Treaty-smashers
